Town Council decided 
against an environmental 
sewage treatment pilot 
project. 

The project, called Solar 
Aquatics, was being consid¬ 
ered by council as an alter¬ 
native to expansion of the 
current sewage lagoon treat¬ 
ment method used by the 
municipality. 

Through the Solar Aquat¬ 
ics syst cm, raw sewage wat er 
is pumped into a greenhouse 
system where it is be cleaned 
by a series of plant s and ani¬ 
mals. Water released from the 
system is considered to be 
potable and drinkable. Work¬ 
ing models of the system are 
In place in Ontario. Massa¬ 
chusetts, Florida, California 
and Holland. 

Council had been consid¬ 
ering the system on the rec¬ 
ommendation of the Dids¬ 
bury Environmental Advisory 
Board. The Board had been 
looking into the project after 
news was released that the 
builders of the system were 
looking for an Alberta com¬ 
munity to try the system.

to be lower for the Solar 
Aquatics system over a 20- 
year period. 

But council decided 
against the Solar Aquatics 
system because they felt the 
system was too risky.

works with Solar Aquatics. 
The conventional system 
uses a three lagoon settling 
out method, helped along by 
the addition of chemicals and 
decomposition. Water from 
the conventional system is 
released into the Rosebud 
Creek once a year according 
to provincial legislation. 

Council had been looking 
into sewage treatment alter¬ 
natives due to a shortage of 
holding space available for 
the sewage now generated by 
the town. With the expan¬ 
sion plans, council will build 
near the current lagoon site. 

Construction is expected 
to begin this spring.

It is certainly a case of fire fighting rather than fire preven¬ 
tion, despite election campaign promises to the better. 

Council's decision Tuesday night to dismiss the solar 
aquatics project was short sighted and has now left Didsbury 
tax payers in a precarious position. 

Council said they didn't want to take any chances with the 
tax payers' money, but the truth is they are taking a far greater 
chance by expanding our present system rather than at¬ 
tempting to plan for the future. 

Expansion will cost more over the next 20 years than the 
Solar Aquaties system and the real possibility exists that 
provincial water emission standards will change in the next 
decade, leaving us with no alternative but to spend more 
money to upgrade at that point. 

You pay now or you pay later. 

Council, in variousyears, has always played what they feel 
is the safe route. Many now see the error of this way. Look 
what happened when the Olds College wanted to locate here. 
Wc lost out while another community gained by taking that 
chance. 

The Solar Aquatics system is new, cutting edge technology, 
but unlike what this council seems to feel, it is not untried. 
It has worked for thousands ofyears - for as long as this earth 
has existed. It simply takes this natural process and con¬ 
denses it. It works on a huge scale in the Florida Everglades 
where man helped nature along, it works in Ontario and 
Massachusetts, albeit in a different climate than our own. It 
is not unproven. 

But most unfortunate of all about the decision made by 
council on Tuesday, is that they did not wait for more 
questions to be answered. They refused to look at further 
economic possibilities and advantages. They did not bother 
to look into extensions on the provincial sewage permits, or 
attempt to find out whether grant extensions could be made; 
they simply decided. 

Now the project lays open for another, more progressive 
community to take. Didsbury again will be left holding the 
empty bag while another community reaps the rewards. 

So much for fire prevention.

New 1-800 line for rural Alberta 


On April 1. the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment Introduced a new 1- 
800 telephone service that will 
make It easier for rural Albertans 
to call provincial government 
departments and which will save 
the government $500.000ayear 
In reduced toll charges. 

Instead of making operator- 
assisted Zenith calls, rural 
Albertans will now be able to 
reach government by directly 
dialling 1-800 565 RITE (7483). 

Deputy Premier and Minister 
of Alberta Public Works. Supply 
& Services Ken Kowalski an¬ 
nounced the new service In a 
speech to the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Municipal Districts and 
Counties. 

The Klein government be¬ 
lieves In a strong ntral Alberta 
and In bringing government 
closer to the people. The new 1- 
800 service will ensure that all 
Albertans, wherever they live, 
have free and equal access to 
government. The new service 
will also help us reduce govern¬ 
ment spending." he said. 

Until now. Albertans living In 
remote rural communities have 
had to dial the operator and ask 
for a Zenith number to be con¬ 


nected to the nearest govern¬ 
ment RITK (Regional Informa¬ 
tion Telephone Enquiry) Cen¬ 
tre. Approximately 110 rural 
communities, about 10 percent 
of Alberta’s population, now use 
the Zenith service. The service 
receives almost 27.000 calls a 
month and costs $70,000 a 
month to operate. 

With the new system, ntral 
Albertans who use the Zenith 
system will now be able to call 
the nearest RITE centre directly 
by dialling 1 -800 565-RITE. The 
new system Is faster than Ze¬ 
nith and does not require op¬ 
erator-assisted calls, which re¬ 
sults In cost savings of $40,000 
a month, or almost $500,000 a 
year. 

"The improved service Is the 
result of teamwork on the part 
of the Alberta Public Affairs 
Bureau. Alberta Public Works. 
Supply and Services and AGT 
Limited," said Kowalski. "We 
have worked together to provide 
rural Albertans wit h easier, more 
cost-effective access to their gov¬ 
ernment. It Is part of our ongo¬ 
ing commitment to rural devel¬ 
opment In Alberta."

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Local churches facing 
major changes

Two of Dldsbury’s largest 
churches are facing major 
changes after a national vote for 
amalgamation. 

The Dldsbury Missionary 
Church and the Dldsbury Evan¬ 
gelical Church are facing an In¬ 
teresting year now that their 
two denominations, on a na¬ 
tional level, have voted over¬ 
whelmingly to Join forces. 

Pastor Norman Zimmerman 
and Pastor Richard Pahl said 
Ihey are unsure what will hap¬ 
pen over the next little while 
between their two churches. 
They said Dldsbury Is unique In 
Its situation as they are the only 
two of the newly amalgamated 
churches nationally that are 1 
block apart. 

Zimmerman said the two 
churches will have to decide to 
Join as one congregation or to 
remain separate churches un¬ 
der the single name of the Evan¬ 
gelical Missionary Church. 

"We are Just In the holding 
hands stage right now." he said. 
"We've only Just had one Infor¬ 
mal discussion amongourselves 
right now. We have to watt and 
see what happens from here.” 

The national decision to Join 
came In January when the Ca¬ 
nadian Missionary Church. 
Canada East and Canada West 
districts and the entire Evan¬ 
gelical Church of Canada voted 
by a margin of 87 percent to 
amalgamate. A formal merging 
conference will be held this Au¬ 
gust to finalize the details of the 
merger. 

Pahl said the denominations 
voted for the merger based on 
the chance for a greater net¬ 
work of churches across the 
country. 

“We can provide churches 
when people move, people can 
find one of their own denomina¬ 
tion better than before." he said. 
“For example, the Missionary 
Church has nochurches In Sas¬ 
katchewan and we have 12 or 
13.” 

Both Zimmerman and Pahl 
are pleased with the outcome of 
the vote and look forward to the 
changes It will bring. The amal-

futures (the price on which new 
crop canola Is based) have oflen 
declined as the summer 
progresses. There are some good 
opportunities now to lock In a 
good price for a portion of the '93 
crop." says Underwood. 

Of course, weather remains 
the unknown factor In the level 
of production for Ihe coming 
year. Parts of the canola grow¬ 
ing areas of Alberta and Sas¬ 
katchewan have come through 
the winter In a dry condition. If 
the 1993 crop yields the average 
recorded last year, total canola 
production could reach 4.55 
million tonnes — approximately 
850.000 tonnes more than In 
1992. Such supply levels are 
Important to restore the confi¬ 
dence which American and 
Japanese buyers have In Cana¬ 
da's ability to provide depend¬ 
able supplies of canola. Crop 
year 1992/93 saw some Japa¬ 
nese customers adjust their 
buying programs to Include 
European canola because of 
concerns over availability of 
Canadian canola.

Leaders in the field. 
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Snake Hill priming for tourism market

Sundro's Snake I lilt Recrea¬ 
tion area Is priming to become 
one of the province's premiere 
day recreation spots. 

Sundre Recreation Director 
Ix*slle LcMal said work Is con¬ 
tinuing on the recreation area, 
both Inside and out. to make It 
marketable for travelling rec¬ 
reation enthusiasts. 

Continued upgrading of the 
hill, which Includes walking and 
cross country trails, a sno board 


half pike, a luge run and a to¬ 
boggan hill, are currently 
underway and mapping of the 
area has been commissioned 
for greater marketing of the In- 
town recreation hill. 

"We are hoping to get every¬ 
thing together this summer." 
said LcMal. Then we are really 
going to t)oost this as a day 
recreation area.” 

The Snake 11111 area was the 
source of considerable contro¬ 
versy last year after Sundre 
Town Council attempted to be¬ 


gin residential development on 
the hill. Snake Hill, situated 
wtthln the Town of Sundre, was 
saved as a recreation area after 
a plebiscite was called on the 
allowance of development. Town 
residents voted overwhelmingly 
against It. 

Now. IveMal said, the town Is 
taking advantage of the unique 
recreation area and Is attempt¬ 
ing to link up Its walkway and 
trail system with a full town trail 
system. Once that happen. 
LeMal said she feels Sundre will 


draw a lot of tourism for day 
recreation. 

'The hill was the first part of 
a project for the Sundre path¬ 
way system.” she said. "We had 
a grant to do that. Once it is 
finished we will make a big mar¬ 
keting push. We are hoping to 
get that together by summer.” 

Use of the hill has always 
highest during the winter when 
upwards of 40 to 50 teenaged 
sno boarders can Ik* seen on 
the hill in the evening. The Moun¬ 
tain View Luge Society has also 


been utilizing the facilities as 
much as possible, planning to 
hold at least one luge competi¬ 
tion on the hill each year. Once 
the walking trails are completed. 
IvcMal said the spot will also be 
perfect for summer use. 

“We really see this as a great 
spot. in the mountains and away 
from the cities,” she said. "We 
really see a lot or potential and 
hope to see it used summer and 
winter.”

"Marlon Is stooping a lot more 
than she used to", commented 
my neighbor about a friend. 
"And. she's really had to slow 
down since breaking her hip ten 
months ago." she added. 

Marlon clearly shows signs of 
osteoporosis, a disease affect¬ 
ing one In four women age fifty 
and older. Part of the normal 
aging process means bones lose 
calcium. If they lose too much, 
bones can become brittle and 
weak, resulting In fracture of 
the hip. wrist, or spine, lower 
back pain and a round-shoul¬ 
dered stooping appearance - 
common signs of osteoporosis.

But aa time went by, 
accommodations became 
more permanent and 
certainly more comfortable 

In the late nineteenth cen¬ 
tury. most of the people In Al¬ 
berta were newcomers: many 
were transients en route to 
homesteads or gold fields. Con¬ 
sequently. hotels were among 
the first businesses and social 
centres to appear In the terri¬ 
tory. They served many pur¬ 
poses. By turns they were sa¬ 
loons, town halls, social clubs, 
and even courts. And they at¬ 
tracted. and were sometimes 
run by. colorful characters. 

The crudest shelter could be 
transformed Into a "hotel" sim¬ 
ply by adding beds. Calgary's 
first hotel. Calgary House, was 
Just so - a bare-board. mud- 
caulked structure which ap¬ 
peared Just before the C.P.R. In 
1883. "If you don't like It." was 
the management’s attitude, "try 
the next hotel...In Winnipeg". In 
1886 things Improved with the 
advent of the three-story Royal, 
but this hotel was still so rudi¬ 
mentary that only cotton sheets

It was run by the 
Sharpies, a hard-drinking cou¬ 
ple whose lifestyle sometimes 
left them In no condition to fix 
the guests’ breakfast. Dad 
Sharpies had been fired as a 
Canadian Pacific Railway stew¬ 
ard after a superintendent 
caught him hanging his hand¬ 
washed linen to dry on the bell- 
ropes of the dining cars. Ills 
culinary experience made him a 
good fit with his partner and 
wife. Ma Sharpies, who was an 
accomplished pastry cook. For 
a while the Hotel Edmonton of¬ 
fered Its guests telephone serv¬ 
ice as well as good food, but as 
they were only five ot her phones 
In the city one could call, the 
Sharpies soon found It prudent 
to disconnect. 

By 1900 Edmonton boasted 
half a dozen hotels. One of the 
Sharpies’ rivals was Donald 
Ross, a grouchy Scot from the 
north side of the river who had 
been letting space In the top 
floor of his home since 1876. 

Ross, who called his establish¬ 
ment the Edmonton I lotel. lured 
guests with the promise of a 
bath. This amenity had Its down 
side, though only a communal 
roller-towel was supplied to 
guests. One customer Is sup¬ 
posed to have complained to 
Ross that the towel was soggy, 
only to receive the answer that 
"twenty men have dried their 
hands on that towel this morn¬ 
ing and you're the first to com¬ 
plain”. 

Another customer, finding 
the Ross place full, agreed to 
sleep on Ross's pool table, but 
balked when Ross offered him 
the regular 50-cent room rate. 

"Well, If you don’t like that." 
snapped Ross. "I can charge 
you pool room rates, which are

Struck on January 4, 
1988 between the County of 
Mountain View and the Town of 
Dldsbury. the agreement pro¬ 
vides community associations.
